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PREFACE. 



Ilf issuing this first rolnme of 'Aid,' I wisb to call attention to 
tliB foHowiiig sPDtt-nce in my Prospectus, vi«: — "There will be a 
Systematic Index, together with such remarks on the insects as may 
appear absolutely necessary, but tho Editor is anxious to avoid adding 
to the already voluminous Entomological Literature ; the present 
work being intended to elucidate that which lias been already written." 
I mention this for tho reason that some persons have wished that 
tho PItttes were accompanied by Lctter-pres* or descriptions. To* 
reproduce all the original descriptions would have added so greatly to 
the expense of producing the work, that it would have been impossible 
to have given tho number of Plates at the small price now asked ; 
and extracts from descriptions so frequently lead to error that T 
have deterraiued in every case to refer to the original works for all 
information. In preparing the Plates, however, a few notes on aome 
of the species have (as I anticipated) appeared to me to be necessary, 
and these I give at the end of the Systematic Index. 

With the exception of Plates 1, 4, 16, 17, 20, 23, 27, 31, 32, 42, 
48, 59, til, 89 and 98, all the figures are taken from original t\~pes. 
PIftte 18 is figured from the type in the University Museum at Oxford. 
Plates 30. 37, 39, 47, 70 and 97, are from typos in the Museum of the 
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SYSTEMATIC INDEX.

The anterior ami posterior 
mnrgltis of the thorux are beset \vith minute granules, a character 
which ilistinguishos it from A'. Icevicolle, Wiiterhouse, which has a 
smooth thorax. 

Tetrac-ha austkaus. PL'ite 17. 

This beautiful species wiis found far in the interior of Australia 
ill confiidcntble numbers, by Mr. F. G. Watcrhouse, the Curator of the 
Kouth Australian Museum. The figure is taken from an example sent 
by him to the Editor. It was described in Australia by M. C'aslelnau 
under the name Tetracha Waieihoutei, but specimens having been 
sent to Europe, it was first dfScrilHHl by Baron Cbaudoir, under the 
name T. auttralit. 

Ca8\'0N1a alikna. Plate 'J'2. 

This species has an impressed arcuate line or each side of the 
thorax, a character in which it up|H>ars to differ from all tbo other 
species of the genus. 

Percosoha suLCii-KSXE. Plate I. 

The specimen from which this insect is figured was one of the 
same series as that from which Mr. Bates obtained his oxajuple, 

PsKI-HKNUB DARWINIt, Plut* 2li. 
Tbe figure is taken fniiii thi! spRdmen dl■scriIK^d by the Editor. 
It was taken by Dr. Darwin some fifty years ago in Kio Janeiro, 
lie found Home specimens in water under stones. The only examplu 
which lias biHMi prcsi-rviil w;is until lately in Mr. G. It. VV'at<Thous<^'B 
collection, lait is now in the Itrilish Mofwum.

I consider Ihis to be one of the most interesting species that I 
have had the opportanity of tigurlng. I only know of two speciin<>iis 
of the spt'cifs, both lentiilus, in Mr. H. W. Bates' collection. The 
mttle la still unknowli, and will probably have the nnteniiie still more 
Htrongly pectinated. There is in the Britit^h Museum an example (also 
a femule), of an allied specioa from East Africa. 

Ei'ANio i-i'sto. Plaie 77. 
The bair« un the [losterior feinoiii are much longer than in the 
figure Ihey are repreoented lobe. 

Lachsu kCBCINOTA. Plate 5. 
Till- type specimen of this species is in Mr. A. Fry's collection. 
It is an insect which appears to Iiave l>een overlookeil by modem 
author?, as no mention is inadn of it in Laeonbilre's 'Genera des 
t 'wleopteres,' nor in Gt-mminger and von Harold's ' (^ilnlogns Cidr-n- 
]iI«rornm.' [t should be pIao«<d next to the genua Tylmlmia. 

UvcLoPKPLira crAXBUa. Plate 61. 
This species is figured from an example In Mr.Janson'it collection, 
Some ^ijieoiiueat are entirely blue. 
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Haltioella osMiciriA. Plate 40, 
ftia inaaot is parasitic upon Oamia Iridentaia. The upper figare 
reprennts Uie female ; an enlarged ^iew of tbc poatorior leg \b given 
on tha right of the plate. The lower figure is the male. 

HoMALUS NANUS. Plate 22. 
This small but most boatttifnl insect is parasitic upon Nilelopns 
pitonoldes. The specimen from which the figure is taken wus lired 
from that insect by Sir Sidney Smith Rauuders. 

Antheb.ka macrophthalma. Plate 83. 
This species la figured from the type specimen, which is ia very ' 
bad condition, somo parts of tbo wings being almost deiititute of 
ecales. I think, however, that Mr. Wilson has given a very good 
representation of the insect as 'restored.' 

ElTD^MONIA AROIPHtlNTBS. Plate 30. 

Some copies of this plate were issued in which a small detaobed'l 

gpot in the front wingj was accidentally omitted. It is veryanuiU'l 

and shonld be between the dark basal stripe and the four discoidal J 

Hliole.

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GaLLIODES LANIPER. Pl.ite 48. 
This species is figured from an example iletermined by Mr. 
Batlor. Tlie body of the specimen was much mutilat«<i, but I think 
is faithfully restored. 

EUBOHBUA AKPAUAIIA. Plate 11. 
I have sRen severftl specimens of this spceios from the Andiiman 
Islanils. They differ somewhat from enfh oIIht and from the lype. 

StIOMOSOTA EltBCTANA. Plate 64, 
This spucies is closely allied to S. intemana. The figure is taken 
from the uniqao example in Ijord AVnlsingham's collection. Mr. 
Barrett stat«s that this specimen wan '■ taken by the Hon. Beatrice 
de Grey among broom {Sparlittm Kcoparinm) in Norfolk." 

OSMYLUS UULTIOLTIT ATI'S, Plate 90, 
The specimens of this species in Mr. McLachlan's collei-tiiiri 
vary somewhat. The spots are frotjuently larger than in the one 
fignred. The wings have a beautiful green and pink iridescence 
which it is Iiiipossilile to repretient in u drawing. 

BATHrOtELIA DISTIMCTA. Piute 7. 
TliP type specimen from which this species is figurtvl, wants the 
the two apical joints of the antennsP: these are. tlierefore. only 
indicated by dotted lines. 

Al-BANA KuVEMMACLLATA. Platfi .50. 
By nn unfortunate oversight some copies of thia plate were issued 
in which the ninth spot on the thorax was oinittx.'d. This should !«• 
at the extreme posterior point.
